FOR VETS 

Q -- How many veterans and 
servicemen have received edu- 
cation benefits under the three 
GI Bills? . 

A -- Nearly 15 million have 
trained, beginning with the en- 
actment of the World War II 
original GI Bill. The cost of 
all three GI Bills through April 
1°74 was $2°.6 billion. 

Q -- What state pays the highest 
bonus to its Vietnam era vet- 
erans? 

A -- According to information 
available to the Veterans Admi- 
nistration. North Dakota's 
$1600 is the highest maximum 
bonus pail in 16 states and 
Guam. 

Q -- The Veterans Administra - 
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18 Year Olds 
Must Still 


Register 


No one is veing drafted these. 
days -- that’s true -- but 18- 
year-old men still have an obli- 
gation to their country. That 
Obligation is to register with 
the Selective Service System. 

When inductions ended last 
year, according to Felix R. 
Petrey, State Director of Sel- 
ective Service, many people 
thought the whole idea of 
thought the whole idea of “the 
draft” ended with it. 

We are still very much in 
business,” he said, “because 
the Selective Service System is 
set up as a permanent agency 
of the Federal government.” 

“The law still requires 18- 
year-olds to register during the 
30 days just before their birth- 
day or the 30 days after the 
birthday,” he said. The Ala- 
bama State Headquarters esti- 
mates that about 5 percent of 
the 18-year-olds are not com- 
ing in to register at all, and 
another 10 percent are regis- 
tering late. 

It is easier than ever to 
register now, Mr. Petrey said. 
The SSS Area Office is located 
at 111 Church Street, Troy. 

In addition, there are non- 
paid volunteer registrars at 
most National Guard Armories 
and at many high schools and 
county courthouses. Also, th- 
ere’s a new mail-in registra- 
tion card that can be picked up 
at most high schools and Ala- 
bama State Employment offices. 

“We are just trying to get 
the word around,” Mr. Petrey 
said, “that we still need to reg- 
ister every male who reaches 
the age of 18, even though th- 
ere’s no one being called for 
military service at the present 
time. It’s an obligation that 
Most of them know about,but 
we're trying to reach those 
that don’t.”

This week we'd like to rec- 
ognize Mrs. Dana Perdue as 
our Very Special Person. She 
probably doesnt need too much 
introduction because I’m surea 
lot of the folks reading this had 
her for a speechteacher at Elba 


High School. She taught Speech 
there for 27 years 
Mrs. Perdue was born on 


April 2, 1894, inStockton, which 
is located in Baldwin County, 
near Bay Minette. When asked 
her age, she said “76;” and 
when asked her birthdate, she 
said “1894;” so in figuring it 
up, she was told she couldn't 
be 76 if her birth year was 
right; she said she was sure 
that was right, but, she still 
insisted she wasn’t 80 yet; so, 
we checked her record and sure 
enough, she had her birth year 
right So, that did make her 
80 years old (much to her sur- 
prise). She said, “Well, 1 
didn’t think I was THAT old, 
buts what’s a few more years, 
anyway?” Her given name is 
Frances Keeling Roach - Keel- 
ing being her mother’s maiden 
name; she and an,only sister 
sared their, mother’s, maiden 
hame. 

Mrs. Perdue’s father, Mil- 
ton Hailes Roach, was from 
Choctaw County and was a far- 
mer and supervisor at a saw- 
mill. Her mother, Elizabeth 
Keeling, was from Norfolk, Vir- 
ginia, and was a governess 
They met when a cousin of 
Mrs. Perdue’s mother who lived 
in Stockton, wrote and asked her 
to become a governess for her 
she went to live with them. 

Mrs. Perdue had only one 
sister who was five years 
younger than she, and who is 
deceased now - Mrs. Elizabeth 
Keeling Roach Harris 

Mrs. Perdue has some il- 
lustrious ancestors, among 
them a governor of Alabama, 
Gov. Murphy, who was her fath- 
er’s mother’s father, thereby 
making him her great-grand- 
father +: 

She is a highly educated 
lady, and especially so for one 
born in the era in which she 
was, as not too many females 
finished high school then, not to 
mention continuing to college 
and specialized education. This 
is reflected inher speechtoday, 
as she is still very articulate 
and gets her ideas across ex- 
ceedingly well One can tell 
she was once a speech teacher 
and several people said she was 
an excellent teacher, among 
them Mrs. Heath Murphy of 
Enterprise (the former Miriam 
Wise) who was a student of 
hers at one time. She attend- 
ed Leachwood Seminary in Nor- 
folk, Virginia one year - her 
mother graduated from there 
She transferred to Alabama 
Synodical College at Talladega, 
a two-year Presbyterian Sch- 
ool;and from there she went to 
King School of Oratory located 


in Pittsburgh.Penn., to finish 
in Speech 
“Jt was while she was at 


schoo] at King’s that the school 
received a letter from the prin- 
cipal at Elba High School re- 
questing a list of names of 
speech teachers, and he wrote 
Mrs. Perdue, asking her to 
come and teach Speech in the 
Elba City School system. She 
said she belieyes this was ar- 
ound 1910 or 1912 or there- 
said she believes this was in 
1910 or 1912 or thereahouts 
She remembers asking her mo- 
ther, “Whoever heard ofaplace 
named Elba?” Her mother re- 
plied - “Whoever heard of a 
place named Stockton?” 

When she came to Elha, she 
boarded with a Mrs. Buck who 
lived across the street from 
her future husband's parents, 
that being in Newtown, or West 
Elba, as Mrs. Perdue called 
it. Mrs. Perdue was a Pres- 
byterian, but, there being no 
church of that faith in Elba, 
Miss Jeanette Flournoy per- 
suaded her to attend the Meth- 
odist Church with her one Sun- 
day. There she met Dana Per- 
due, who as she said, “used to 
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tease me and tell me I select- 
ed him.” They were married 
when she was 1” years old. She 
said she thought Dana was the 


prettiest name she had ever 
heard He was a rural mail 
carrier 


They had three sons - Naftel 
Hailes, who died as an infant; 
William Keeling, who was killed 
in a tragic accident several 
years ago; and Frank Dana, 
who lives in Naples, Florida, 
and is in real estate. Mrs 
Perdue is a grandmother seven 
times, all being the children of 
William K. Pefdue. She has 
one great-grandchild 

When she married Mr. Per- 
due, she joined the First Meth- 
odist Church. 

When asked the standard 
question about her recollections 
of the flood, she said she did 
indeed remember it: but, that 
of the flood, she said she does 
indeed remember it; but, that 
she and her husband were able 
to salvage some of their fur- 
nishings, because “Mr. Perdue 
was real good at fixing things.” 

When asked her hobbies, she 
replied, “My husband and I both 
liked our dawn - yard work and

I liked the classics and Shakes- 
peare.” 

She said about the nursing 
home, “I like it fine They 
treat you fine here.” Mrs 


Ethel Haire Yates is her “room- 
ie” and as good talkersasthese 
two sweet ladies are, I'll wager 
they really enjoy one another's 
company 

A comment from Miss 
Mattie Kate Boazman, a resi- 
dent also: “Mrs. Perdue wants 
to sit up at night and sleep dur- 
ing the day. And, she likes to 
have chocolate candy before she 
goes to sleep, and something to 
drink.” Another resident, Mrs 
Leona Wise, said, “I like her - 
she’s very friendly and willing 
to cooperate. I've known her 
about 40 years.” Mrs, Lena 
Smith, a Sr.. aide at the Nurs- 
ing Home, said, “She's a nice 
lady - she likes to go to the 
reaching class - she likes to 
do the exercises - she always 
goes to the sermons on Wed- 
nesday given by local prea- 
chers."

GOOD BREAKFAST 

Parents should not short- 
change themselves or their 
school-age children by allow- 
ing breakfast to be omitted.

HEALTHY EYES 

Your eyes are one of life's 
most precious gifts. Much 
learning and joy in life come 
to us through the gift of vis- 
ion. 

A small child may have im- 
perfect vision and not realize 
it. For he has never seen his 
world in any other way. Some 
signs of this might be unusual 
clumsiness such as constantly 
bumping into things, squinting, 
frowning, headaches, or eye 
rubbing. Often, however, there 
are no outward signs that he 
is not seeing correctly. 

A child’s eyesight may 
change as he grows. Near- 
sightedness, the most common 
eye trouble that interferes with 
school work, may develop quic- 
kly between the ages of 9 and 
12. A youngster who was doing 
well in school may suddenly 
begin to have difficulties be- 
cause he Simply cannot see 
well. The child may not re- 
cognize that he is having a 
visual problem. 

The only way to be sure 
that one’s eyesight is all right 
is to have periqdic eye exam- 
inations. A person should 
have his eyes examined if they 
turn in or turn out, if his 
eyes are inflamed, if he holds 
his head to one side or in 
an unusual way when looking 
carefully at an object, if he 
holds books very closely or 
avoids closeworx. or if he 
has repeated headaches.

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HARVEST SEASON

LIME RESEARCH 

Dallas Hartzog, research 
associate at the Alabama Ex- 
periment Station at Headland, 
does some excellent work in 
soil fertility research--espec- 
jally in lime. Hartzog fold 
me a few days ago that in 
really acid soils (5.2 or less) 
a ton of lime applied to the 
Soil will increase peanut yields 
by a ton. In other words where 
lime is needed badly, paying 
$10 or so for a ton of lime 
could result in a ton of peanuts 
which might be $350-$400. 

Hartzog also pointed out 
that the lime recommenda- 
tions made by the Auburn Uni- 
versity Soil Testing Lab are 
for a _ six-inch plow depth. 
Every inch deeper you plow in- 
creases lime recommenda- 
tions by one-sixth. For ex- 
ample, if the recommenda- 
tion is for a ton of lime and 
you are turning nine inches 
deep, you would automatically 
need to increase the lime by 
about 1,000 pounds. Ofcourse, 
this will vary from field to 
field. Some farmers don’t 
ever go over six inches deep, 
but others will plow 10-12 in- 
ches deep. 
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GRAZING ANIMALS 

A lot of people place a 
lot of value on manure dropped 
“1 pastures by grazing ani- 
mals. 1 have always thought 
this was a valuable source of 
plant nutrients. However, work 
done by the North Carolina 
Experiment Station points out 
that manure dropped from 
grazing animals contributes 
very little effective pasture 
fertilization. 

The problem is indistribu- 
tion. Animals don't drop their 
manure uniformly. Feed and 
water areas have a high con- 
centration and other areas of 
the pasture may have very lit- 
tle. Of course, this depends a 
great deal on the number of 
animals per acre. 

Fresh manure from cattle 
contains an estimated 0.389% 
nitrogen, 0.18% phosphorus, 
and 0.22% potash. Urine con- 
tains a little over 1% nitrogen 
and potash, but very little ph- 
osphorus. 

Stated another way, depend- 
ing on animals to fertilize the 
pasture with manure may over- 


fertilize 10-15% ofthe area and 


Starve the other 80-90% 


OVERSEEDING PASTURES 
We have tens of thousands 
of acres of Bahia and Coastal 
Bermuda grass in Coffee Coun- 
ty.

HOG PRODUCTION 

Hog production has been 
profitable for quite a few peo- 
ple in Coffee County for several 
years. Certainly during the past 
months hog prices have held up 
fairly well, but the cost of feed 
is so high that it is unprofit- 
able to grow hogs. Ver little 
money is being made presently 
in the hog‘ business inthe United 
States. Evidently, an over 
Supply of pork and beef is con- 
tributing to the prices being 
received. 
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What can be done? What we 
do here in Coffee County has 
little or no effect on the prices 
received so I don’t recommend 
that Coffee County hog pro- 
ducers cut back. I would sug- 
gest that old, non-producing and 
poor-producing animals be re- 
placed with young gilts. In 
other words, get rid of all 
freeloaders. We also recom- 
mend the use of pastures for 
sows during gestation. Farm- 
ers might want to market ata 
little lighter weights than usual 
Say 1°0-210 pounds. Those gains 
are put on more efficiently than 
the heavier 220-240 pound 
weights 


GARDENING

RURAL DEVELOPMENT 
Rural Development Special- 
ist C. U. Storey in Ozark wrote 
me a few davs ago about rural 
development loans. The budget 
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for fiscal year 1°75, which has 
just gotten underway, lists the 
following for community water 
and waste disposal construc- 
tion. For example, $470 mill- 
ion has been appropriated na- 
tion-wide for water and sewage 
loans. $200 million has been 
appropriated for community 
facility loans. $225 millionhas 
been appropriated for water and 
waste disposal construction. 
Business and industrial loans 
amount to $350 million. There 
are various other grants and 
loans available. 

I hope that the communities 
and cities in Coffee County will 
take full advantage of these 
loans and grants. Some of our 
communities and towns have 
great needs. I hope that the 
leaders will make their wishes 
known. I will be glad to put 
our officials in contact with 
those who can helpget the facts. 


CHANGING PRICES 

Allen Brown, our market- 
ing specialist at Auburn, sends 
me a weekly summary on prices 
received for agricultural pro- 
ducts and also prices paid for 
seed and other items. Feeder 
steers weighing 300-500 pounds 
are currently selling for $2]- 
$26.50. A year ago they were 
from \4°-$63--a 57% decrease. 
Hogs are selling for about 38% 
less than they were a year ago. 
Slaughter cows are 40% less. 


However, onthose items that 
farmers have to buy, there has 
been a change upward. Corn 
is up 39% over a year ago. 
However, soybean meal is down 
this week to about $145 where 
as a year ago it was selling 
for about $225. It is easy to 
see that there are big changes. 
It means that farmers are going 
to get a lot less, in 19°74 for 
their livestock than they did in 
1973,

Push Pay 
Raise Project 


The Alabama State Emplo- 
yees’ Association (ASEA) has . 
announced its legislative pro- 
gram for 1°75. According to 
Carlton E. Smith, Acting Ex- 
ecutive Director of ASEA they 
will be seeking the following 
in the May, 1975 legislature: 

A 15% salary increase ef- 
fective Oct, 1975 and a 10% 
raise October 1976 for all st- 
ate employees. 

Cost of living raises forall 
employees tied to the 
U. S. Department of Labor 
Consumer Price Index which 
would provide that all state 
employees would receive'a one 
step pay raise automatically 
when the Price Index rises 3% 
and remains at that level or 
higher for three consecutive 
months. 

To provide for longevity 
pay for employees with over 
seven (7) years continuous 
service with the state as fol- 
lows: 

7-10 years of service-$100.00 
Over 10 years service-$200.00 

This would be paid annually 
on the first pay day in De- 
cember. 

Raise the retirement com- 
putation formula from its pre- 
sent 1.75% to 2.0125%. 

Provide for full retirement 
for those state employees with 
30 years service regardless of 
age. 

This legislative program 
was drafted from resolutions 
that passed the ASEA Conven- 
tion in February 1974.
